


| City Council approves apartment zoning

By a narrow margin Monday night 
the Upland City Council approved a 
multiple-family residential zone 
along Foothill Boulevard, defeating 
a move to halt construction of 
apartments in the city. 

Council members Ina Petokas and 
George Gibson opposed the zone 
change which would allow 
construction of 70 apartment units 
west of the Vista Via apartments on 
Foothill Boulevard between 
Mountain and Benson avenues. 

Mrs. Petokas said the ‘‘railroad 
car’’ shape of the 2.4-acre parcel 
will cause ‘‘an awkward situation” 
and commented Upland already has 
an ‘‘overabundance of apartments.” 

Upland could find itself in the 
same position as Pomona which 
allowed an oversaturation of 
apartments so no one wants to live 
there, said Mrs. Petokas. Pomona 


‘now has to cope with this problem 


that was caused several years ago, 
she added. 


Gibson noted that a year-old 
survey shows Upland has a higher 
percentage of apartments than any 
city in the valley. The council has 
allowed commercial and apartment 
development ‘‘up one side and down 
the other. It’s time we stopped it,” 
he said. 

Apartment create congestion and 
don’t pay a fair share of taxes for 
the services they require, Gibson 
added. 

Council members Abner 
Haldeman, John McCarthy and Hal 
Bailin supported the zoning change 
because the master plan allows only 
apartments or more commercial 
development. 

McCarthy said the city doesn’t 
need additional shops and stores 
along Foothill Boulevard. Multiple- 
family residential is the only 
alternative becaue the city can’t put 
single-family residences along 
Foothill Boulevard, he added. 

Although Gibson suggested single- 
family residences could be backed 





on Foothill Boulevard, the council 
voted 3-2 to approve the Crowell - 
Leventhal development. 

The Architectural Commission 
will oversee development of the 
apartment complex to ensure 
quality construction and to provide a 
buffer between the development and 
future single-family residential 
development to the southeast. 

Also Monday night the council 
opposed construction of an asphalt 
processing plant in unincorporated 
area west of Benson Avenue at 20th 
Street. 

The Council members directed 
planning assistant Robert Nastase 
to tell the San Bernardino County 
Environmental Review Board the 
City Council and the citizens have 
‘‘grave reservations over the 
wisdom of the entire project.” 

Gibson and McCarthy abstained 
from the action since they are board 
members for San Antonio Land Co., 
which owns the property in question. 

Nastase told the council the

county Environmental Information 
Report (EIR) ‘‘seems to be in favor 
of the project” in spite of such 
problems as noise, odor, dust and 
traffic. 

McCarthy noted the plant would 
be served by 40 trucks a day. He 
added dust, noise and pollution from 
the plant would not affect concerned 

Claremont residents because the 
prevailing wind is westerly. The 
plant would not be compatible with 
Upland’s single-family residential 
zoning to the east, he said. 

The proposed increase in 
industrial usage conflicts with the 
area’s intended usage for water 
dispersion and flood control, 
Councilwoman Petokas commented. 

In other action Monday night the 
council: 

—Set the 1975-1976 tax rate at 
slightly more than $1.86 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. The rate is the 
same as last year except for a slight 
decrease in funds for the police 
retirement system. 


The assessed valuation of 
property in Upland is $107,397,650, 
an increase of 13.6 per cent from 
last year, according to a city staff 
report. Tax funds will be allotted as 
follows: general fund, $763,460; park 
and recreation, $357,097; library, 
$306,084; capital outlay, $120,830; 
and employe retirement, $352,760. 

—Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to open zoning for a 5.6- 
acre park site at the northeast 
corner of San Antonio Avenue and 
20th Street. City Manager Lee 
Travers said the city does not plan 
to develop the neighborhood park 
until the surrounding residential 
area is developed. 


—Awarded Paul Gardner Corp. of 
Ontario a $770,276 contract for 
improvement of Mountain Avenue 
between the San Bernardino 
Freeway and 16th Street. 

—Set a public hearing 7 p.m. Sept 
2 to consider closing a 14-foot-wide 
alley lying between Stowell Street 


and Eighth Street east of Second 
Avenue. 

—Approved a tentative tract map 
for nine lots on 3.8 acres at the 
northeast corner of Euclid Avenue 
and 16th Street in a single-family 
residential zone. The tentative plans 
include a continuation of the alley 
east of Euclid Avenue and a 
continuation of First Avenue. Both 
alley and First Street will open onto 
16th Street. 


—Approved a tentative tract map 
for 18 lots on 10 acres at the 
northeast corner of Redding Way 
and 17th Street in a proposed single- 
family residential zone: 


—Approved a tentative tract map 
for eight lots on 4.8 acres northwest 
of Euclid Avenue and 22nd Street in 
a single- family residential zone. 

—Set a public hearing 7 p.m. Sept. 
15 to consider proposed rate 
increases for Theta Cable 
Television. The hearing will be 
televised over Theta Cable T.V.

The Upland Planning Commission 
will hold public hearings on a zone 
change, tract maps and conditional 
use permits for a car wash, a 
cocktail lounge and a residence for 
mentally retarded people 7:30 p.m. 
Aug. 28 at the City Council 
Chambers. 


The commission will consider a 
conditional use permit for a guest 
home resident facility for six men- 
tally retarded people and two family 
members. The facility, licensed by 
the state Department of Health, will 
be located at 965 N. Second Ave. ina 
highway commercial zone 


The commission also will consider 
a restaurant and cocktail lounge at 
the northeast corner of Mountain 
Avenue and Arrow Highway and a 
gasoline unit and car wash at the 
southwest corner of Euclid Avenue 
and Ninth Street. 


The commission will consider a 
zone change from agricultural with 
a 40,000 square foot minimum lot to 
single-family residential with a 10,- 
000 square foot lot for 10 acres at the 
southeast corner of Mountain 
Avenue and 14th Street. 


In other action the commission 
will consider tentative tract maps 
for: 


—Ten lots on 4.75 acres northeast 
of Benson Avenue and 13th Street in 
a light manufacturing zone. 


—Sixty-two lots on 19 acres on the 
east side of Mountain Avenue 
between 18th and 19th streets in a 
single-family residential zone with a 
minimum lot size of 10,000 square 
feet. 


—Sixty-two lots on 20 acres 
northeast of Shannon Street and 
Wilson Avenue in unincorporated 
area which is prezoned single- 
family residential with a minumum 
lot size of 10,000 square feet.

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Home gardening class 





Students learn about ecology

Although ecology has been taken 
for granted for years, people are 
beginning to realize its importance, 
commented Serge Seminoff, who 
teaches a home gardening class 
sponsored by Chaffey College 
Community Education 

Seminoff said, ‘‘The more plants 
you have around you, the purer the 
atmosphere because piants are 
natural air conditioners.” 

Plants also have a psychological 
effect on people. He said ferns are 
naturally cooling no matter how hot 
the weather. The cooling effect is 
increased by running water over the 
ferns, he added 

Some agriculture studenis from 
Chaffey College take the class, but 
Seminoff plans the course for home 
gardeners who want to know about 
indoor and outdoor plants. 

He said the purpose of the class is 
for people to become familiar with 
plant care so they are better 
gardeners. New residents take the 
class to learn about Southern 
California plants 

Seminoff advises out-of-staters to 
forget the way they gardened before 
because California plants need 
different care. 

Many younger people have never 
been exposed to gardening, so the 
class helps them avoid unnecessary 
problems in learning by experience, 
he said. 


The most common problem is 
doing too much for a plant, Seminoff 
said and added that more plants 
have been killed by too much water 
than any other reason. 


New gardeners also get very 
impatient and want their seeds or 
cuttings to become plants in a very 
short time. He said new gardeners

begin to understand ‘‘plant time” 
after one season. 

In the class Seminoff emphasizes 
normal conditions in plants so 
gardeners know what to expect of 
their healthy plants. 

One class member learned not to 
remove yellow-brewn leaves from 
the base of her fern. Seminoff told 
her the yellow-brown leaves are new 
growth rather than dead leaves. 

He advised the owner of a new 
fern to ‘‘to be nice to it, be patient, 
and it will be all right. It’s still 
getting adju§ted.’’ Seminoff also 
told gardeners to be patient with 
plants that droop in the hot weather 
because they wiil revive in the fall. 

West End gardeners have a 
particular problemw ith alkaline 
soil since the area was desert before 
irrigation was brought in by the 
Chaffeys. 

Seminoff said most shade and sun- 
loving plants like slightly acid soils, 
so local gardeners are ‘forever 
conditioning the soil with peat moss 
and leaf mold.’’ Some gardeners 
think they can condition the soil 
once and it will be permanent, but 
they must condition it each time 
they plant, he noted. 

One class member avoids the 
alkaline condition by gathering rain 
water in 30-gallon garbage cans So 
his plants have water that is not too 
salty. 

Another class topic is 
landscaping. Gardeners learn to 
combine different plants that look 
well together and need the same 
type of care. Seminoff said plants 
such as ferns grow differently 
depending on whether they are 
planted on the ground, placed in a 
hanging pot or grown over a fence. 

The year-long class is open-ended 
so people can enter at any time of

the year. During the winter 
Seminoff teaches gardners about 
house plants, bare-root roses, 
camellias and azaleas. 

In the spring class members learn 
how to prepare a summer vegetable 
garden. Summer topics include 
proper watering and heat-loving 
plants such as oleanders, crepe 
myrtles, hibiscus and bougainvillea. 

During September he teaches 
gardeners how to plant a winter 
vegetable garden and how to 
prepare winter and spring-blooming 
blulbs. In November students learn 
about holiday plants such as holly 
and poinsettias. 

Throughout the entire year 
Seminoff urges class members to 
bring their own questions to class. 

The free class is held 1-3 p.m. the 
first and third Wednesdays of the 
month at Mt. Fuji Gardening 
Center, 1555 W. Foothill Blvd., 
Upland. 

Mt. Fuji also holds a monthly 
bonsai class and free vegetable- 
growing contest for boys and girls 
aged 7-13. Students compete in 
growing pumpkins, sunflowers or 
zucchini in the vegetable contest, 
April to October. For information on 
the classes or contest, call 985-2219.

With thousands of people assisted 
yearly, the Society has made a

Jeffrey’s red hair was wreathed in 
a head-set to test his hearing ability. 
All of a sudden, the look of surprise 
accompanied by a twinkle in his 
green eyes denoted what great and 
florious sounds came into his ears. 
Three-year-old Jeffrey Stanley of 
Upland was being tested by Julie 
Campen, an avdiometrist licensed 
by the State of California, while he 
attended a pre-school class 
sponsored by the First Baptist 
Church in Ontario. He is one of 
thousands of children in the West 
End benefitting from the services of 
the Pomona Valley Hearing Society, 
a member agency of the West End 


working every day to see that the 
hearing needs of West End people 
are met. ‘‘The Pomona Valley 
hearing Society now offers private 
and parochial school screening, 
industrial pre-employment hearing 
testing and sponsorship of 
lipreading classes under adult 
education programs,’ Mrs. 
Staudenmayer said. 

‘We aiso have a speakers bureau 
to discuss hearing and act as a 
referral source for anyone with 
questions or problems concerning 
hearing loss.” Mrs. Staudenmayer 
explained that the Pomona Valley 
Hearing Society was formed in 1926

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Fatalities drop sharply on state highways 


Fatalities dropped sharp- 
ly on state highways in San 
Bernardino and Western 
Riverside counties last 
year, according to a 
preliminary survey by the 
California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans). 

In 1973 there were 224 
fatalities on state highways 
in the two county area. Last 
year the fatalities dropped 
to 127. Caltrans Traffic 
Engineer John Chaudoin 
says the 1974 figures are 
down ‘‘better than 40 
percent”’ from 1973. 

The total number of ac- 
cidents including those in- 
volving only property 
damage also dropped and is 
attributed to lower speeds, 
reduced travel, an 
aggressive program by the 
Hgihway Patrol and a con- 
centrated effort by Caltrans 
to identify and modify spot 
locations involving motorist 
safety. 

Chaudoin points out that 
there isn’t enough data 
available as yet to indicate 
which had the most signifi- 
cant impact. ‘‘We know, for 
example, that weekend 
travel from January 
through May 1974 was down 
sharply, as much as 39 per- 
cent on key interstate 
highways.” 

‘An interesting fact from 
our preliminary survey also 
shows that the accident rate 
dropped from 1.55 to 1.41 
per million miles of travel 
between 1972 and 1973. And 
that drop wasn’t impacted 
by the energy crunch,” 
noted Chaudoin. 

Beyond the obvious 
reasons for the sharp drop, 
Chaudoin points to a long 
range effort by CHP and 
Caltrans. The Highway 
Patrol has been focusing on 
drunk drivers and using 
special teams to concen- 
trate coverage in high acci-

Con- 
sider planting blue delphinium with purple lavender and clumps of 


Gardens can be many splendored 
things most of the year in Califor- 
nia, especially in summertime 
Gardens take their personality, to a 
great degree, from colorful 
summer-flowering perennials. 
There is literally no limit to the 
sizes, shapes and shades of summer 
perennials that flourish in the 
Golden State. 

Whether the gardener plans a 
cheerful multi-colored display or a 
special separate color effect, there 
are hardy perennials to fit the 
scheme says the California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen 

For a colorful array, geraniums 
(Pelargoniums) should not be 
overlooked. Blooming in pinks, 
salmon, scarlet, vermillion, 
lavender-purple tones, white and 
peppermint candystripe 
variegations, geraniums maintain 
colorful blooms for weeks and 
weeks. Pinch and prune for shape 
and provide good drainage, especial- 
ly in heavy soils. 

For blending shades of color, 
perennials are suitable candidates 
A refreshing blue and white garden 
setting is achieved by blending the 
purple of lavender with the lighter 
blues of delphinium and clumps of 
white shasta daisies. This arrange- 
ment will thrive in sunny locations 
or in partial shade in mornings or 
afternoons 

There are many daisies to choose 
from. Marguerites provide 
plenteous daisy-like flowers in white 
and yellow. Transvaal daisies 
(Gerberas) are distinctively 
beautiful — hybrid singles or 
doubles have good sized flowers in 
intense shades of yellow, cream, 
pink, rose, orange, coral and red. 
The blooms are long-lasting, the 
plants are low and compact, ideal 
for foreground plantings and border 
situations 

For a rich-looking red-pink effect 
deep red carnations can be com- 
bined with coral bells; a pink type of 
perennial phlox and sweet williams, 
in a rose shade 

If vellow is preferred, use yellow 
carnations, marguerites and yellow 
transvall daisies, says the California 
Association of Nurserymen 

Since summer perennials are to 
be found in all shades or red, blue 
and yellow. they can be effectively 
combined to achieve a cheery effect 
in the garden 


Use grass-like ornamentals

v grow grass. But, innovative gardeners are aware that 
they can make excellent use of decorative grasses in 
borders, around pools, in containers, and as accent for 
landscape plantings 
If the grass-like ornamentals are unfamiliar to you 
now is a good time to visit a local nursery and meet the 
plants in person. Small plants in flats — and larger 
specimens can generally be obtained in nursery con- 
tainers 
A popular choice of landscape designers is the clum- 
ping blue fescue (Festuca). It features long, needle-like 
foliage in an appealing silvery-blue that grows thickly 
enough to form a mounding border or edging. The plants 
my. are excellent for accenting many different types of 
landscape settings. Its decorative value is great — up 
close or from a distance

In Japanese gardens, trees and 
shrubs are used as individual 
specimens and may represent a 
natural scene reminiscent of a 
family trip into the country or a visit 
to a famous shrine 

The Japanese use props of gravel, 
stone and water as foils for trees 
and shrubs, which leads to an effect 
that remains stable through every 
season of the year. The water may 
be a quiet pool or trickling stream. 
There may be no water at all — and 
instead rocks and stones arranged to 
represent a dried-up stream. 

There are many approaches one 
may take to create a Japanese 
garden and there are several trees 
and shrubs that are naturals for the 
situation. 

The Japanese maple is a small 
tree with a variety of garden uses. It 
may be used to shade a bank of 
azaleas, stand by itself as the focal 
point of the garden or be featured in 
a container. ‘‘Threadleaf” varieties 
are lower-growing types with 
gracefully spreading branches.

They attach themselves to 
persons and feed on blood. 

If the tick has previously 
fed on an infected animal, it 
may, inturn, infect its 
human host with Rocky 
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Mountain Spotted Fever, 
relapsing fever, tick 
paralysis, Colorado tick 
fever — all of which can be 
very serious. 


The important step in 
preventing these infections 
is to use protective clothing 
and repellents. Pants 
should be tucked into boots 
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(Concluded) 


or socks, and shirts should 
be tucked under belts. 
There are a number of 
available, effective 
repellents on the market 
which can be applied to 
clothing and exposed parts 
of the body. One which 
contains diethyltoluamide 
is superior as a tick 
repellent. 





If ticks become attached 
to the skin surface, remove 
the intact tick as soon as 
possible since prompt 
removal lessens the chance 
of infections. To remove, 
tightly grasp the head of the 
tick with small forceps or 
tweezers and gently move 
upward and outward from 
the skin surface. Hot 
objects, ether, and 
chloroform are _ not 
recommended. Rinse hands 
and forceps with alcoho 
and disinfect the bit site. 


Most spiders are 
harmless to humans. 
However, there are two 
that can cause problems — 
the brown recluse and the 
black widow. Both of these 
are problems only in 
relatively rare and 
unpleasant circumstances 
— circumstances that 
usually could have been 
avoided. 

The brown spider can be 
identified by a light yellow 
to brown body and legs, 
with a dark brown violin- 
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shaped pattern on the chest 
region and six eyes 
arranged in three pairs. 
This differs from most 
other spiders which have 
eight eyes and spots or 
stripes on the legs and 
abdomen. 

The mature female black 
widow is recognized by a 
shiny black body and legs 
and has a red hourglass 
pattern on the underside of 
the abdomen. If the outing 
is around a cabin, control of 
these pests can be 
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accomplished by spraying 
the area with 2 per cent 
chlordane or 5 per cent 
dieldrin. 

One additional hazard, 
though not common, should 
be kept in mind. Wild 
rodents — such as 
chipmunks and golden 
mantled squirrels — are 
sometimes carriers of 
plague. Fleas from these 
animals can transmit the 
disease to man. 

The two small rodents 
mentioned above are the 
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main vectors in California. 
You should avoid contact 
with all wild rodents, not 
just those which behave ina 
sluggish or sick manner or 
are dead or dying. Do not 
handle traps or bring home 
any of these animals. 

Plague, as a disease in 
humans, is uncommon in 
this part of the world; 
however, since it is a grave 
disease which can present 
serious problems, its 
possible presence should 
never be ignored.

March Fong Eu, Calitornia’s 
Secretary of State, is the first ethnic 
minority to hold that office in the 
state’s history. However, she has 
within her office a rich resource of 
information pertaining to the state’s 
minority history — all documented 
in records stored in the California 
State Archives. 

One of the many interesting facets 
of history found among these 
records deals with the legal status 
of the free black in Gold Rush 
California. 















Prior to 1863, the black’s legal 
status was difficult, at best. 
California law in the 1850s placed no 
restrictions on the black’s ability to 
acquire property, both real and 
personal, but at the same time made 
it virtually impossible for him to 
protect such property through legal 
redress in California's courts. 

The California Constitution of 1849 
prohibited slavery, but left for 
others to determine the actual 
conditions of black rights. The first 


legislature set down procedures for

judicial determination in civil and 


criminal matters in two bills signed 
into law in April, 1850. 

Buried within both acts were 
nearly identical sections stipulating 
that ‘‘no black or mulatto person, o1 
Indian, shall be permitted to give 
evidence in any action to which a 
white person is a party, in any court 
of this state.’ Interestingiy enough, 
neither act made any reference to 
the Asian. 

The application of these laws is 
well illustrated in ‘‘People vs. W. H 
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Potter,’’ a criminal action brought 
in December, 1850, in Sacramento 
County, with Justice of the Peace 
Charles C. Sackett presiding 

The plaintiff, one Sarah J. Carroll, 
was a Mulatto and 19 years of age, 
according to information from the 
California State Census if 1852. Her 
status as a free black is supported in 
her complaint. Following her name 
appears the letters f.w.c 
Translated, the letters signify ‘‘free 
woman of color,” a term used up to 
the time of the Civil War and which 
applied to all persons not of the 
white race, including Indians. 

In her complaint, Sarah Carroll 


accused one William H. Potter of 
feloniously taking ‘‘gold coin 
amcunting to between $600 and $700. 

. and certain jewelry and clothing 
to wit of the value of $200... . from 
the premises of the deponent. . .” 

The impact of the discriminatory 
law is evidenced by the documents 
comprising the suit, as the case was 
dismissed the same day it was 
originally filed, the clerk of the 
court entering on the back of the 
complaint, ‘‘Defendent discharged, 
he proving himself a white man and 
none but Colored testimony against 
him.” 


An outgrowth of this 


discriminatory law led in 1852 to the 
formation of the Franchise League, 
a San Francisco - based organization 
which included many blacks oi 
wealth, education and ability 

The league's principal objective 
was the calling of three statewide 
colored conventions betwen 1855 and 
1857. The convention coordinated a 
petition campaign direeted toward 
the California Legislature 

The legislature, however, turned a 
deaf ear to all petitions; and it was 
not until 1863 that the testimony law 
was repealed and the black allowed 
to testify in suits involving white 
men

The basic four food 
groups are the same for 
both vegetarians and their 
meat-eating neighbors. And 
according to the California 
Dietetie Association, Inland 
Empire District, both 
groups should use the 
method for balancing diets. 

However, warn the 
dietitians, vegetarians 
would be wise to consult a 
dietitian to be sure their 
families are being 
adequately nourished. 

There are many different 
types of vegetarians but 
their diets generally fall 
into three main categories. 
lacto-ovo vegetarian, lacto 
vegetarian and the strict or 
pure vegetarian.
